OLD ESSEX. 


POPULATION OF 


The population of Essex county is 
largely in cities. The total number of 
inhabitants in the county is 357,030. Of 
these 222,730 live in the six cities and 
134,300 in the 26 towns, The three large 
industrial cities, Lynn, Lawrence and 
Haverhill, have a population of 168,244, 
or nearly 40,000 in excess of that of the 
26 towns. There are four towns—Box- 
ford, Lynnfield, Middleton and Wen- 
ham—having less than 1000 population 
each,-Boxford being the smallest, with 
764. Peabody is the largest of the 
towns with a population of 11,523, 
Amesbury second, with 9473, and: Dan- 
vers. third, with 8452. It is quite no- 
ticeable that only in this county, but in 
all districts of Massachusetts, that 
purely agricultural towns, or nearly so, 
either decrease in population or gain 
but little, while the industrial cities, 
constantly attracting people from coun- 
try places by better wages and superior 
school and other advantages make a 
strong and constant growth.

FINAL G00D- BYS SAD 


Lawrence Friends Honor Fr. O’ Mahoney 
Just Previous to His Départure. 


A farewell reception was tendered 
Rev. D. J. O’Mahoney of Andover at St. 
Mary’s hall, Lawrence, Sunday, when 
his many friends in that city took occa- 
sion.to pay tribute to his good’work in 
this vicinity during his long residence 
here and to bid him farewell before his 
departure for the Philippines, to which 
place he has been assigned. Complimen- 
tary addresses were made by Rey. Fr. 
Fleming and Superintendént of Schools 
J. E. Burke. Fr. O’Mahoney was pre- 
sented with a liberal purse of money as 
a token of regard from Lawrence friends. 

In his very able and interesting ad- 
dress; Fr, Fleming spoke as_ follows 
“As the time draws: nearer=for the de- 
parture of one of our beloved brothers 
our hearts. begin to be weighed down 
with almost inconsolabie grief. Although 
we know that his field of labor and use- 
fulness will be extended, sorrow will, 
even against our will, possess us. He, 


too, although inspired from on high to 


take up the: great work, must feel some- 
what dejected at parting from those 
with whom he has been associated for 
many of the best years of his life. 

“He has seen this city grow in impor- 
tance and power to rank among the 
great centres of industry of New Eng- 
land. He has seen much -of>the-—preju- 
dice, so prevalent in his early days, pass 
away into the realms of oblivion. The 
remnant that remains ekes out a pre- 
carious existence. He has seen the so- 
cial, educational and religious condition 
of his co-religionists vastly improve. A 
more friendly feeling now exists between 
the creeds and nationalities than in the 
early 560s. The real Americans of in- 
telligence and conscience: are beginning 
to realize the necessity of. more complete 
union of forces in order that the ele- 
ments inimical to law and order-might 
be more effectually restrained. 

“Warring factions and slander must 
be combatted by right minded men if 
the peace and tranquitity of society are 
to be maintained. .We ‘must be more 


careful to observe the laws of God and 


the nation, more now in the days of 
prosperity than even in the days-when 
Pros- 
perity brings.its rewards and its most 
stringent duties and obligations, 

“The rights of all men must be safe- 
guarded and, their duties inculeated. 
Fr. O’Mahoney, though a foreigner by 
early.training,js ‘a-thorough American 
in sentiment and education. He belongs 
to a little island whose liberties have 
been suppressed for nearly a thousand 
years. Many of her sons have found 
a congenial home in America -for the 
past two hundred years It; is no won- 
der that the young, bright, intelligent 
boy stroutd have his-youthfal_imagina- 
tion fired by the sad story of his 
country’s wrongs. It-is no wonder that 
he has always championed the weaker 
side when jit was struggling for the 
priceless boon of liberty. 

“The axiom that- might makes right 
is not an American or Christian one, but 
asavage and pagarone. If we wish long 
to possess liberty ourselves we must not 
seek to deprive others of its blessings. 
A large portion of the American press, 
a few so-called: and- self-styled patriots, 
and some monetary Christians have 
sought to take away from the Philip- 
pines the right to govern:themselves. 

“The ever scrupulous politicians ‘have 
appealed to the manifest destiny cheap 
claptrap instead of to the example and 
writings of the founders of this republic. 
Men in public} life, while keeping a keen 
eye on our. foreign relations, ought pot 
to fail to study and strive to adjust the 
grievances that prevail at home. 

“Hitherto missionaries to foreign parts 
have come from the European countries. 
Now the tide seems to be turned and 
America, while extending her commerce 
ever every known sea and advancing 
with giant strides in material prosperity, 
can produce and foster men and women 
who are as willing to travel to the ends 
of the earth to promote the glory of God 
as Others are Yo acquire earthly glory, 
wealth and enduring fame. 

“No one who has known -Fr. 0’ Ma- 
honey for any length of time, is sur- 
prised that he should be eager to seize 
the opportunity to go anywhere and per- 
form any sacrifice to serve his fellow- 
men, and by that means to serve his 
country. In those far off lands where 
there is no need of coal strikes, he will 
meet soldiers from America whose dy- 
ing moments he can solace and console 
by the sacraments of God'§chureh. To 
their surviving relative at home:he will 
transmit the news that their boy died 
like a,man and a Christian. If from 
time tO time we do not hear that Fr. 
©’Mahoney has had miraculous escapes 
from death or that in the silent watches 
of the night he has stolen within the 
enemy’s lines, we do expect to hear that 
he has done his duty as a priest and as a 
citizen of this glorious republic. 

“We must say ‘Good bye.’ Your smil- 
ing countenarce and timely jokes will 
be missed, but we ope that God will 
convey you and your heroic companion 
safely to vour destination and that -you 
will live for-many-years.to promote the 
cause of religion. We hope, if it be 
God’s will, you will return to us. If this 
happiness be denied us, we hope that we 
will be considered worthy to meet you in 
Heaven.” 

Fr. O’Mahoney started on his prelim- 
inary trip to the~ Philippine islands 
Monday morning. He left Andover on 
the 8.20 o’clock train and will be at 
Villanova, Pa., this week. Next Monday 
he and Fr. McErlaine, the latter for- 
merly of St. Laurence's church, will 
start for San Francisco, Cal. Two 
weeks from Tuesday, Nov. 4, they will 
Start on their several . week’s trip to 
Manila.

Great Work Being Accomplished in Modernizing 


EMODELED 


Andover’s Town House.: 


~Andover-people are many of them 
wondering about the ‘Town hall improve- 
ments and looking forward eagerly 
toward the opening so that they may 
see whether the, $8500 appropriated at 
the last town meeting nas been ex- 
pended to good advantage or not. 
While there will be somre who will find 
-flaws-and-think of various things which 
might have been done to.impreve on thé 
committee’s plans and ideas, yet it is 
pretty safe to say that the majority will 
be more than pleased with the changes 


~and inovations, and will utter a hearty 


“well done.” 

In describing the new ‘Town house it 
is doubtless the proper thing to start 
with the main hall as being the place in 
which the general public has the most 
interest. A new hall it is indeed in 
more ways—than.one, and for several 
reasons: firstly, on account of its new, 
simple and quiet but very attractive 
decorations, a very modest design having 
been used with soft medium color tints 
in background and _ figures; secondly, 
owing to the new hardwood floor, a de- 
jightful inovation to all who have ever 
attempted to use the old floor for danc- 
ing purposes; thirdly, because of the 
new and improved lighting arrange- 
ment whereby the centre chandelier 
has been done away’ with and four 
smaller chandeliers, arranged for either 
gas or electricity, substituted one in 
each corner; fourthly, and lastly and by 
a great many regarded as the best 
change of all, on account of the reno- 
vated, or perhaps it would be more 
correct to say, remodelled stage. 

The stage requires a little paragraph 
all by itself. Everybody knows the 
small dimensions, the blank white walls, 
the two doors, one on either side, the 
entire absence of attractiveness of the 
old stage, how impossible it was to 
make it look anything but bare without 
the expenditure of time, trouble or a 
good deal of money and to what poor ad- 
vantage it displayed the artist or en- 
tertainer. The makeshifts that were 
carried out to present the amateur dra- 
matic aggregations’ efforts, over which 
mueh. anxiety had been spent, many 
well know. The ‘voice shut in by the 
walls and ceiling could not do itself 
justice. In these and in many other 
ways was the old stage an abomination. 
But now there is cause for much re- 
joicing for the walls and ceiling are re- 
moved, the stage deepened, new dress- 
ing rooms built. out of the way above 
the stage, new scenery installed and the 
lighting facilities changed to suit the 
new conditions. It is the regulation 
stage on asmall scale with properly ar- 
ranged flies, drops, tormentors, and the 
like, and chances for much more scenery 
than has yet-been procured. More 
scenery- will have to be purchased before 
the stage will be properly equipped but 
this will come in course of time. 

The ante rooms have likewise come in 
for some attention and the kitchen is 
now very conveniently fitted with stove 
and gas range, besides running water, 
sink, shelves and closets. The ladies 
who have occasion to use this room 
more or less will be glad that their con- 
venience has been consulted. 

Justa moment. Here we have been 
describing \the hall but have said not a 
word about the approaches thereto. In 


the hall ways and stairs have changes 
been made which have: transformed an 
ugly place into a handsome lobby with 
ornamental winding stairs and prettily 
tinted walls. Thé floor is a-mosaic-with 
the town seal in-colors in the middle. 
Solid and handsome doors open into the 
hallway_from the outer world. The 
hallways and vestibules . are sheathed 
“and~-the- wainseoting..panelled_ in oak, 
stained an antique oak shade. Very at- 
tractive newel posts and _ balustrades 
have been putin. A highly ornamental 
arch of carved oak spans the passage to 
the rear hall while the frieze is also of 
oak. At the left of the door is the 
ticket window. 

The town clerk will now be located at 
the right of the entrance, the barber 
shop on the front of the building and 
the old oftice being merged into alight 
commodions room=awith.doors.opening in 
from the street and hallway. Hardwood 
floors and sheathing similar to the hall 
ways is used to good advantage here. 
A small private office enclosed in glass 
is intended for the private use. of the 
town clerk, and is located at the right 
of the main entrance. In the other 
corner on the same side is a larger 
private office also glass enclosed, for the 
selectmen, At the rear of the room the 
town treasurer’s desk will be separated 
from the main office by grill work. 


Opposite the town clerk’s office, on the | 


other side of the vestibule the Board of 
Public Works office is still located and 
there no changes of any moment, with 
the exception of new doors, has been 
made. 

The next door on the right beyond 
the town clerk’s office opens into the 
room devoted to sanitaries and toilet. 

Opposite is an extra office which may 
be used for the different departments in 
town not now provided for;as their needs 
may arise. This is being renovated but 
not altered to any great extent. The 
lower town hall which now includes the 
school committee’s room and which has 
been used while the buftding is iteing 
repaired will be handsomely decorated. 
The woodwork will remain the same, 
however, 

The superintendent of schools” office 
and school committee’s rbom are now on 
the south side of the building... where 
some sun can be obtained. The super- 
intendent’s private office opens off of 
the committee room or may be entered 
from the rear passage way. These 
rooms are now light, commodious and 
attractive. They will be handsomely 
decorated and furnished. Opening 
off the superintendent’s office is a small 
room for the storage of books and 
supplies. 

Formerly, the passage way from the 
front entrance ended at the door open- 
ing into the lower hall, while-the super- 
intendent’s offiee-and the police court 
room led off from the hall. | In the rear, 
the janitor’s’ room, cells and hallways 
to the upper story were located. Now 
the passage from the front door runs 
through to join the passage from the 
side doors, and in the back of the build- 
ing is located a ladies’ sanitary, the 
scales’ room, janitor’s room and chief of 
police room, with the stair ways to 
upper hall, All these rooms and

The death of Richard Bradshaw, a

An enthusiastic rally washeld Monday 
evening,in Remmes hall, Salem street, 
by the ward six Republicans.

The county commissioners paid a vis- 
it to this city TueSday and signed the 
agreement regarding the widening of 
the South Union street bridge. 

The agreement was signed in the al- 
dermanic echamber_at city hall, “after 
the board of aldermen, at a special 
session, had passed in concurrence, an 
order authorizing the mayor to execute 
an agreement in behalf of the city to 
pay one-sixth of the cost of the new 
bridge and keep the structure and the 
approaches in repair. Besides the 
county commissioners there were pres- 
ent, Mayor Leonard, City Solicitor Kane 
and City Engineer Marble. 

Chairman Bishop. of the commission 
said at the opening of the conference: 
“We had better have an understanding 
about who is to build this bridge. It 
would be well to incorporate a clause 
to that effect in the agreement we are 
about to sign." 

“What is the matter,’’ asked Mayor 
Leonard, ‘‘with the suggestion you 
made some time ago to have the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad build the bridge?’ 

“That would be all right,” replied Mi. 
Bishop; “but I think the work should 
be done -by contract, so that the cost 
will.be as small. as possible. The 
railroad certainly would not object to 


““Couldn’t the matter of-who is to 
-build the structure be decided in your 
decree?’’ asked City Engineer Marble. 

“No,” replied Mr. Bishop. “Tt 
should be in the agreement~ so that 
there will be~no chance for any con- 
troversy later. The county commis- 
sioners will not kick, no matter who 
does the work, and they want the thing 
fixed up so that none of the parties 
to the agreement will have a chance to 
kick.” : 

“Well,’’ said City Solicitor Kane at 
‘this point, ‘“‘you say you will not raise 
any objection, the city certainly will 
not and I Know that neither the Boston 
& Maine, nor the Boston-& Northern 


on this matter in the agreement. It 
is understood that the Boston & Maine 
is to build the bridge and there is no 
opposition, to it.” ; 

“T guess the agreement is all right 
as it is,"’ said Mr. Bishop, ‘and. we 
will sign it.” 

City Engineer Marble then asked if 
the commissioners’ in their decree 
would designate the -location- of- the 
street railway.track on the bridge, and 
Mr. Bishop replied that “it “would be 
best for the city to do that. Mr, Mar- 
ble. then suggested ttat. it 6tfght to be 
stipulated-that -the..approaches. to the 
bridge be macadamized and that edge- 
stones. and sidewalks be laid and Mr. 
Bishop: said that the commissioners 
would not oppose doing the thing up in 
shape. 

The county commissioners then sign- 
ed the following agreement: , 

“Whereas, the security. and~conven- 
lence of the public require that an al- 
teration be. made in. the — crossing, 
where South Union street crosses the 
tracks of the Western Division of the 
Boston, & ‘Maine railroad by an over- 
head bridge; it is hereby agreed. by 
the county commissioners of the county 
of Essex, in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; that~ in~ consideration 
of the promise of the Boston & Maine 
railroad to pay one half.of the cost 
of the alteration in said crossing and 
in said approaches, thereto, and in said 
bridge, and of the promise of the Bos- 
ton & Northern street railway to “pay 
one-sixth of said cost, and of the prom- 
ise of the city of Lawrence to pay one- 
sixth of said cost and to forever main- 
tain said bridge and the highway ap- 
| proaches thereto, said county of Essex 
| Shall pay the remaining one-sixth of 
said -eost. If either the “Boston” ~& 
Maine railroad, the Boston’ & Northern 
Street ‘railway or the city of Lawrence 
shall decline to become parties to this 
agreement, then it shall be null and 
void. m 

“In witness whereof, said county 
commissioners for and in behalf of said 
county. of Essex, have caused, this 
agreement to be executed this 20th day 
of Oct. A. D. 1902."' 


Mayor Leonard signed a_ similar 
agreement for the city, the names be- 
ing transposed so as to apply to the 
| city directly, which is to bear one- 
sixth of the expense, and City Engi- 
neer Marble went to Boston today to 
secure the signatures of President 


Tuttle of the Boston & Maine railroad, 
and President Sullivan of the Boston 
& Northern street railway. 

The present bridge is 32'feet wide and 
the new structure will be 66 feet wide. 
The space from abutment to abutment 
will be about 60 feet, allowing room 
for four tracks of the Boston & Maine 
and a center pier.

passages have been fixed up and are 
very convenient and well arranged. 

Several changes have. been made in 
the basement, notably in placing the 
cells there ina room especially prepared 
for their reception. The steam heating 
apparatus is being overhauled and the 
plumbing also has had attention. An 
arrangement has been made so that all 
heavy articles, stich as a piano, may be 
taken up into the hall without going up 
the’stairs, by means of trap doors in the 
stage over the rear passage way. The 
settees may be removed now much 
more conveniently by an opening to the 
attic over the stage. 

While all has not been done that 
might be, had the committee a little 
more money to spend, yet the appropri-
